Perhaps the simplest is to cut a slice 
from the top and eat puip and juice 
with the spoon, but this requires a 
juicy fruit. The Havana method is as 
good as any. .In this a fork is run 
from the stem end quite to the center. 
By holding the fork in the left hand 
the right is left free to cut away the 
peel and white skin, leaving only the 
pulp. The Cubans then transfer the 
orange to the right hand and eat it at 
leisure. A favorite way with the Fio- 
ridians is to cut the orange in two at 
right angles to the stem and, using 
each hemisphere as a cup, eat the 
juice with a spoon. Others are only 
satisfied with peeling the fruit and sep- 
arating the sections.”
